By tl.e breaking of a cable on the ehutes, 
Sixty-third street and Maryland avenue, 
Shorty after 10 o’ciock last night fourteen 
persons were injured, some of them seriously. 


Acar carrying twenty passengers collided ‘ 


with the platform at the top of the return 
inc'in.e with such force that the cable parted. 
The upward momentum. of the car was 
stopped and in a moment it started downh- 
ward. Eight ofthe passengers jumped out 
before the platform was passed, one leaped 
to the incline half way down, the others, 
men, women, and children, screaming 
and shrieking for help, hung tothe car as it 
dashed to the ground at lightniug speed, 
until it crashed into the lower platform. 

The car was smashed into splinters, so was 
the platform, and the eleven unfortunates 


were jammed between and under the mass of 
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man stationed at the top of the incline.

The car on which the accident occurred is 
used ta carry to the top of the incline, which 
is 300 feet longsthose who wish to descend 
in the boats that slide down the runways to 
the basin of water. It starts from a platform 
at the bottom which is made of heavy 
timbers and is drawn by a cable to 
the top where it stops against arother 
platform. In ascending the speed of the

Some of the 
victims of the accident were nearly strangled 
with the stagnant water. They were carried 
into rooms beneath the chutes used for stor- 
ing boats, where they were laid upon impro- 
vised tables, 

Many of those present had friends and rela- 
tives either among the injured or separated 
from them in the crowd and fora while the 
utmost excitement and terror prevailed 
amongst those who thought their friends were 
among the injured or those who were be- 
lieved to have been lost. The of 
ficers and employés of the company 
did what they couid to allay the fraatic terror. 
Supt. Fuller was the first of the rescuers to 
plunge into the water. The timbers had not 
ceased cracking and falling until he was wad- 
ing umong the débris and assistgng in carrying 
people out. His coolness @fterwards did 
much to allay the unnecessary fright and to 
appease those who unmistakenly believed 
they had lost friends in the accident. 

Call for Ambulances. 

While Supt. Fuller and a part of his em- 
ployés were working with the injured others 
were dispatched for medical aid. All the 


| doctors in the neighborhood were called and 


within ten minutes a half dozen were on the 
scene. Ambulances were called for from 
Hyde Park, Woodlawn, and own of Lake 
Police Stations. Carriages were sent for to 
convey the less injurea to their homes. 
*Supt. Fuller said: “This is the first acci- 
dent we have ever had, and it was absolutely 
unavoidable. It wus due to the parting of a 
cable strand, precisely such an accident-as 
not infrequently has happened to street rail- 
way cables and as impossible to foresee, We 
inspect our cables carefully twice every 
day. It is true several people 
wore injured, some of them severely. We 
ut once took charge of them. Not one was 
sent to a hospital, but each oné, no matter 
how slightly injured, was sent home with 
competent people toattend them. I wish to 
insist upon the utter impossibility of foresee- 
ing this accident. However, we shall close 
the chutes for a few days to make repairs, and 
shall introduce precautions which will render 
a repetition of such an accident an impossi- 
bility.”

Tax Levy Bill Taken Up. 


When the tax levy bill was taken up the 
amendment of Mr. Butler substituting for

WANTS TO RECLAIM FEMALE BANDITS, 


Pretty Mrs. Bronson Says They Are Great. 
ly Sinned Against. 

Wichita, Kas., Aug. 1.—([Special. ]}—Mrs, 
Ruth Bronson, a pretty little widow with an 
arch mass of blonde hair, arrived here today 
en route to New York City. She has taken 
upon herself the task of reclaiming some 
twenty female bandits in Oklahoma, and 
she desires the coéperation of people in the 
East who have mone} as well as influence. 

Mrs. Bronson is the woman ‘who shot 
“Johnny” Munroe at Woodward, Ox., for 
A few months 
ago when she visited Oklahoma she met a 
„female bandit and she was so touched by 
the sad story told her that she determined td 
take up, the cause of all women of this kind. 
She accordingly visited all the jails in Okla- 
homa where 22 bandits” are confined 
and learned the story of each one. 

Mrs. Bronéén says that none of these wom- 
en are bandits by nature, that they are simply 
women who have been made bandits by the 
oppressions of deputy marshals. Oklahoma 
is full of deputy marshals whose only sources 
of income are costs. It is to their interests to 
make as many arrests as they can. When 
they can’t arrest criminals,” or do not want 
to, they arrest a whole neighborhood for har. 
boring criminals, not infrequently women, 
sometimes the sweetheart of the sifter of the 
supposed criminal. Some of the high-spirited 
giris of Oklahoma resist this tyranny at the 
point of a revolver, and that act makes them 
“female bandits. 

There are seven bandits now in the jail 
of Oklahoma and some fifteen at large who 
are hunted like wolves, their only sin bemg 
that their love for their brothers, their cousins, 
or their betrothed is stronger than their re- 
spect for the law that pursues them. 

Mrs. Bronson says it is a fact that cannot 
be contradicted, that none of the female 
bandits of Oklahoma are immoral, but that, 
on the contrary, they are all pure young 
country girls, whese hearts are more sympa- 
thetic than their heads are wise. It is part of 
the plans to lay the matter before the Depart- 
ment of Justice at Washington. 


ANOTHER CLOUDBURST IN NEW MEXICO 


Great Damage by the Storm and Many 
Rumors of Loss of Life. 

Albuquerque, N. M., Aug. 1.—Another 
olgud burst has occurred, and the Atlantic and 
Pacifie company’s new bridge at Rio Puerco 
has been wrecked. Much suffering is report- 
ed by Mexicans and small farmers who 
picked out fertile spots near the water's edge. 
Their homes are flooded and their fields 
ruined. Hail accompanied the rain and the 
crops on high ground are lying flat as it a 
monster roller had passed over them. The 
storm was general, and the country is. flooded 
as far south as Ei Paso and as fur west as 
Williams. Rumors are plentiful regarding 
loss of life. Railway tracks are in places 
dangerous, and much care is being exorcised 
by the officers to have the weak places closely 
watched, 

Socorro, N. M., Aug. 1.—Up to 10 o’clock 
tonight eight bodies of persons who were 
stricken down by the rush of waters Tuesday 
have been recovered. It is expected when 
communication is again established the death 
list will be largely 9 

Florence, Colo., Aug. 1.—The death list 
from the storm is now ‘reduced to three 
Thomas Watson, Mrs. Carr, and Lee Tracy 
who were in the hotel that was washed away.

BLED BY A BOGUS MILK INSPECTOR. 


West Side Dealers Fall a Prey to Charles 


Werner's Wiles. 

Dr. Gerhmain, chief milk expert in the De- 
partment of Health, would like-to find a cer- 
tain “Charles Werner,“ who has been black- 
mail ug milk dealers under the pretense of 
being an inspector from the Milk Bureau. 
„Werner,“ who says he lives at No. 340 
Campbell avenue, went to the depot of F. 
Hotz on Whipple street, and, exhibiting a 
Health Department star, said he was 
the whole thing” at the City Hall and 
Hotz could save himself trouble 
by making him a money contribution. Hotz 
declined to do this and reported the affair to 
Dr. Gerhmain. The iatter in discussing the 
matter yesterday said: This is not the first 
time I have heard from Werner, whose right 
name I think is Charles Schoene. Some time 
ago Schoene was connected with this bureau 
but was dismissed for cause. After that we 
heard of his getting money from dealers in 
bad milk. but the Mayor corralled him and 
got a promise that he would stop, We heard 
nothing from Schoene for several weeks until 
Hotz reported the attempt to blackmail him, 
and in following up this case we have heard 
of several others, Schoene is well posted on 
the work‘ngs of the milk inspection bureau. 
and knows just how to scare dealers in bad 
milk into paying him tribute. If we can 
catch him the offense will be brosecuted.“ 


CHEMICALS AS GARBAGE DESTROYER 


Test of This Method to Be Made No Fi 
and No Odor. ‘ 

Mayor Swift received a proposition from 
the Chemical Reduction Garbage company 
yesterday to erect a piant for the disposal of 
garbage. The plan proposed is for the city 
to allot space for the erection of the plant, 
which will be done entirely at the company’s 
expense, for the purpose of putting its sys- 
tem to a test. Mayor Swift directed Con- 
troller Wetherell to find a site and afford the 
company an opportunity to show what its 
system can do, According to the statements 
of the company a plant 25x70 feet of five re- 
torts ,will dispose of 500 tons of garbage 
daily. No fuel is needed and no smoke stacks 
necessary. The retorts are sealed and give 
off no odor whatever, it is alleged, allowimg 
the erection of such a system in the center of 
the city or in thickly populated districts.

MAY GIVE THE CITY A FOUNTAIN, 


If the Donation Is Made It Is to Be Placed 
in Washington Square Park. | 

Some improvements are being made in 
Washington Square Park, on the North Side. 
It is expected that a new fountain will be 
given the city, provided it is placed in that 
park, and preparations are under way for its 
reception. * N 

It will de put in the place of the fountain 
now in the center of the park. About the old 
fountain is being laid a solid concrete 
basin, and around all that a wall 
three feet nine inches in height, 
also of solid concrete. and making an 
inclosure thirty feet square. The outward 
sides of the wall are formed into benches, 
with backs seventeen inches high, which will 
ha vo a seating capacity of 120 people. Each 
corner of the inclosure is to be built ten feet 
in height and four feet six inches square. In 
the corners will be placed hydrants with run- 
‘ning water, and on the top will be boxes of 
flowers. which the Lincoln Park Commission- 
ers have figreed to give.

Commissioner of Pensions Under President 
Harrison the Star Orator at a Gather- 


Pickett as One of the Guests Maryland 
Democrats Alarmed for the Success of 
the Gorman Ticket- General News from 
the National Capital. 


-Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—([Special.j]— 
Corporal Tanner, who was Commissioner of 
Pensions under President Harrison, was the 
star orator at an excursion to Marshall Hall 
under the auspices of the Union Veteran Le- 
gion. Among the guests were members of 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association and 
Mra. Pickett, widow ef the General who be- 
came famous at Gettysburg. In the course 
of his remarks Corporal Tanner referred to 
the Confederate monument at Chicago, say- 


ing: 

look at it from the view of a Northern 
man, a soldier in the Union army, and a Re- 
publican in politics. Why, in the name of 
God, should monuments be erected to those 
men who fought against us? 

But I take another view. Those men 
went out supported by the prayers and tears 
of their womankind for a sentiment tnat was 
nearly unagimous ip their section. From the 
standpoint of the world and not as a North. 
ern man, for people who do not honor their 
dead we have nothmg but contempt, These 
sentiments were written to a Confederate 
friend who wanted to know my private opin- 
jon of tha Chicago monument. I have al- 
ways been in favor of comradeship between 
the sur vivors of the two armies. 

History has written it that the Uni-n 
cause predominated. We of the North all 
believe from the crowns of our heads to the 
soles of our. feet that our cause was just. 
But the men of the Southland believed just 
as thoroughly in the justice of their cause. 
Now we believe, North and South, that we 
stand under one flag and that it will stand un- 
til the last mark is made on the clock of time. 
If the Uaion should be again in peril I am 
sure we should hear the old-time Yankee hur- 
rah and the old-time rebel yell, but they 
would be down along one line and in the sup- 
port of one cause.“

TREASURY STATEMENT FOR JULY, 


Public Debt Shows an Increase of Thirty- 
eigbt Millions. 

Washington, -D. C., Aug. 1.—The monthly 
Treasury statement of the public debt shows 
the total debt July 31, less cash in the Treas- 
ury, to have been $940,108,905, an increase 
for the month of $38,435,938. Thie in- 
crease is due to the delivery to the London 
syndicate durmg the month of $31,157,700 
in 4 per cent bonds, together with a loss of 
$8,090,822 in available cash. The debt is 
recapitulated as follows: 

Interest bearing debt, $747,360,400; debt on 
which interest has ceased since maturity, $1,- 
699.650 ; debt bearing no interest, $387, 198,384 ; 
total, 61.127, 258,435; certificates and Treasury 
notes offset by an equal amount of cash in 
Treasury, $581,799.693, 

The cash in the Treasury is classified as fol- 
lows: 

Gold, $155,354,065; silver, $512,746,149: 

aper, $123,376,791; bonds, disbursing officers’ 
2 etc., $15,920,823. Total, 8807. 397,880, 
against which there are demand liabilities 
amounting to $620,248,300, leaving a cash bal- 
ance in the Treasury of $187, 149.580. 

The monthly statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the government during the 
month of July shows receipts, $29,069,697, 
as against $34,809,339 for July, 1894. 
The disbursements during July, 1895, 
amounted to $38,548,063, as against 
$36,648,582 for July, 1894. re- 

eipts $14,076,894 were from custome, and 

2,898.405 from internal revenue, During 
uly. 1894. the receipts from customs were 
58.437.338 and. from internal revenue 825, 
200, The pension payments last month 
amounted to $12,755,427, a reduction of 
about $147,000 from July, 1804, 

Today's statement of the condition of the 
Treasuty shows: Available cash balance, 
58187,149. 530; gold reserve, 5107. 230,486. 

The monthly statement prepared by the 
Director of the Mint shows that during July 
the total coinage of the United States mints 
amounted to 88.285.800, as follows: Gold, 
82.910.000; silver, $277,000; minor coins, 
$48,800.

George A. Groate of Cleve- 
land . was named as Temporary 
Chairman and T. J. Creager of Springtield 
Temporary Secretary. When the Committee 
on Credentials reported at the afternoon ses- 
sion the temporary organization was made 
permanent, and Mr. Groate made a speech 
with a burst of oratory on well-known doc 
trines of the People’s party, not forgetting, 
however, to enjoin the délegates to lay aside 
dissension, backbiting, and discord and har- 
monize under the banner of populism. 

Gen. Coxey was then called on for a epeech 
and delivered an hour’s effort, following the 
usual lines of populist argument. The con- 
vention is split on the platform, 
and trouble is feared before an 
agreement is reached, Coxey wants his non- 
interest bearmg bond scheme approved, bot 
sorae of the more conservative say the con- 
vention will not depart from the Omaha plat- 
form, and after the factional fight was over 


] the platform for the coming campaign would 


not differ materially from the platform which 
has practically governed the party since tne 
convention at Omaha. | 

Thus far, with the exception of the nomi- 
nation.of the candidate for Governor, the se- 
lection of men for places on the State ticket 
has been nearly lost sight of. Gen. Coxey 
has lost nota moment circulating in his genial 
manner among the delegates, in his canvass 
for the head of the ticket, and the prospects 
are he will be nominated without serious op- 
position.

Towards Ireland’s Freedom from Great 
Britain=Oficers Explain What the Text 
Can Only Hint AteSheriff Tamsen In- 
dicted for His Share in the Ludlow 
Street Jail Delivery=New York News. 


New York, Arg. 1.—The national officers 
and directors of the Ancient Order of Hiber. 
nians today at the Continentiai Hotel passed 
resolutions said by well-informed Irishmen 
to mean that the order indorses the Irish 
revolutionary movement, which seeks Irish 
independence by force of arms. The text does 
not convey that statement in direct language, 
but it is implied. The importance of the uc- 
tion taken lies in the fact that it is done in the 
name of the 500,000 men who form the so- 
ciety. 

The pertinent raragraph in the resolution 
is as follows: 


Resolved, That as representatives of the larg- 
ost and strongest Iri-h-American organization on 
the continent, every member of which loves the 
liberty of his native and adopted country, wo 
pledge the faith and fealty of this order to any 
policy that they think epsrative. looking to a 
natural, regular, and aggressive effort for Irish 
national independence. 


Maj. Edward Sweeney of Cincinnati said: 
Lam and so are the other officers and direct. 
ors in favor of the new movement so long as 
we see it is a movement in the right direc- 
tion. We are tired of humbug and now we 
must have active work. 

M. J. Slattery, the National Secretary. said: 
These resolutions are distinctly in favor of 
the new movement as a revolution&ry move- 
ment, not otherwise, -1 do not believe in beg- 
ging favors of England. You can get nothing 
out of Engiand save by one way. 

T. J. Dunion of Columbus, O., national 
Treasurer, said: We take issue now with 
Eugtand and for the last time, I hope. Ire- 
land must be free, no matter how we accom. 
plish it. Good men and true will bring Eu- 
gland to her knees.“ 

William Lymas, Treasurer of the late Na- 
tional League and one of the foremost ad- 
vocates of the new movement, said: “I am 
sutisfied with the resolutions passed by the 
officers of the A. O. H. e new movement 
is distinctly a revolutionary movement and 
we have no doubt of having the best men in 
the country in it. Our platform will be 
given to the world at our convention, 
which, I think, may be heid in CUnicago 
at the end of August. There will be no 
more triflmg with Engiand.”’ 

Judge Wiluerle of Philadelphia said: Our 
resolutions practicaliy indorse the new move- 
ment, It is, of course, in embryo, and we 
cannot designate it, but when alter the con- 
vention it b comes an actual fact and is es- 
tablished as a movement to win the absolute 
independence of Ireland, then we shall be 
free to speak of it. We will help to make it 
such a movement, and we have no fear of 
the future.”’

POLITICAL r Is UNPA- 

Archbishop Ireland delivered a lecture at 
Madison, Wis., day before yesterday on 
“Patriotism,” in which he spoke forcibly of 
the unpatriotic conduct of which so many 
American citizens, even those who profess 
to belong to the better classes, are guilty. 
The Archbishop does not believe that a man 
who takes no interest in the discharge of 
the duties of a citizen, and who does not do 
what lies in his power to give a better 
government and better rulers, knows what 
patriotism is or really eanes for the welfare 


of the Nation, of the State in which he lives, 


or of the smaller community of which he is 
a part. 

Indifference to the ballot, in the Arch- 
bishop's eyes, is a deadly political sin. The 
casting of one is the supreme aet of citizen- 
ship. He who has the ballot is responsible 
in a fractional degree for the good govern- 
ment of the Nation, in a greater degree for 
that of the State, and in a still greater de- 
gree for that of the city or village in which 
he has his home. 

The ballot is the crowning pride of the true 
American. Its proper use is his sacred duty. The 
American neglecting to vote on election day merits 
disfranchisement, if not exile; the American 
boasting of his political indifference or his political 
indolence proclaims his shame. The most deadly 


danger to democracy, thoughtful writers tell us, 18 
that the respectable, well-meaning, and educated 


pelitical welfare of ‘the country. Others, the 
selfish and reckless who have private ends to serve, 
who cage not what comes to the country if they 
satisfy their own ambition and greed, wil! never 
be absent from the caucus or the voting bcotk, 
and in their hands the country dies. 

This political indifference of which the 
Archbishop complains is not so marked at 
Presidential elections. On the whole the 
vote cast then is a very full one except in 
Southern States, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of men are not allowed to vote on ac- 
count of the color of their skins. The in- 
termediate and the municipal elections are 
the ones where political indifference or polit- 
ical indolence are most strikingly displayed. 

But the Archbishop wants men to do some- 
thing more than go to the polls and vote for 
one or the other set of candidates put in 
nomination by party conventions. He says: 


Among the misfortunes of America I must make 
mention of the caucus and the primary. By these 
a few men are able to impose upon a whole party 
their own candidates. Wire-pullers and slate- 
makers take the place of the people and anni- 
hilate popular suffrage. The evil is all the more 
serious when, as the case often happens, the wire- 
pullers and the slatemakers are men who own or 
frequent saloons, and whose work, aiming at the 
mastership of the city, State, and Nation, is done 
amid poisonous potations of whisky and beer. 

To abolish the caucus and the primary is 


impossible. It may be that they will dis- 
appear in time and be replaced by some- 
thing else, but it will be an exceedingly 
slow process, The caucus and the primary 
did not grow up in a day. and they will not 
die in one. The Archbishop would like to 
have’ the well-educated citizens devote their 
attention to these election preliminaries as 
well as to the election itself, but he did not 
tell his hearers how these ‘citizens can be 
persuaded’ to do that which he wants them 
to do. It is doubtful: whether they can be 
made to believe that patriotism requires of 
them so disagreeable a task and one which 
takes up so much time. 

For a long time to come there will be a 
great many. voters whose idea of patriotism 
win de voting for the party candidates, no 
matter who they are and how they are nomi- 
nated. They will not go to the primaries 
and ‘will accept cheerfully the nominees 
picked out for them by the bosses; They 

eleya their party is. will vote

to primaries because they fee 

waste of time. They cannot compete with 
the political professionals who are in the 
business continually and understand it thor- 
oughly. The ordinary citizen feels that he 
cannot give up more than a few days in the 
year to politics. 

The Archbishop says also that~ 

Thé liquor power must be totally eliminated from. 
politics if we respect the institutions of American 
democracy and desire their permanency. The aims 
of the saloon are selfish: its methods are slimy 
It thrives by despoiling men of their 
reason and firing their passions. Its fruits are the 
moral and physical wrecks of humanity which 
crowd our jails and poorhouses. To be able to 
progecute with fuller freedom its dire work it se. ks 
the control of politics, which it reduces to its own 
level, and, if successful, it chains in slavery to its 
chariot wheels the degraded commonwealth which 
allowed its triumph. 

This is a hardef task than the reforma- 
tion of the primaries, and as long as liquor 
sellers have votes it is difficult to see how 
they are to be kept out of politics, The 
liquor power showed itself a potent factor 
in English politics the other day, and can- 
not, be wholly eliminated from the politics 
of any country which has popular suffrage 
and which also tries to regulate the liquor 
question. It would be a great blessing for 
the community if the liquor power could be 
eliminated‘ forthwith, but.the Archbishep 
does not tell how it is to be done. 


SIBERIA’S LONG RAILROAD. 

An article on another page describes the 
progress that is being made in the building 
of Russia's great transeontinental railroad, 
connecting the Gulf of Finland with the Pa- 
cific coast and opening up to both the vast 
interior of Siberia; which contains a million 


| Square miles more than the entire area of 


the United States from Maine to California. 
The line is nearly 5,000 miles in length. The 
eastern terminus is at Vladivostok, nearly 
opposite the middle of Japan, just north of 
Corea, and but a few miles north of the lati- 
tude of Chicago. From that point the line 
dips northward around Manchuria, then 
stretches westward to Irkutsk, at the south- 
ern end of Lake Balkal, thence northwest- 
erly to Obi, on the river of the same name, 
and from that point to Chebliabinsk, where 
it connects with the grand system of Rus- 
sian railroads already existing, including a 
line to Mostow and thence to St. Petersburg. 
The distance from Vladivostok to Chebli- 
pbinak is about double that between Chi- 
‘eago and San Francisco. Adding the 1,000 
miles from Chebliabinsk to Moscow and the 
800 from there to St, Petersburg we have a 


total of not far from 7,000 miles of line 


across European and Asiatic Russia. The 

total cost of the 5,000 miles belonging to the 

Siberian line is about 175 million dollars.

tory north of the Great Wall of China and 
dominating the Celestials. Siberia will fill 
up very fast with Slavic colonists along the 
lines of the great railroad and its connec- 
tions, and the progress of development may 
be expected to compare in rapidity with that 
west of our Missouri River after 1866. Si- 
beria then will be able to furnish plenty of 
food for any army that Russia may desire 
to maintain on the Pacific coast, and she has 
millions of men who could be sent there as 
disciplined, courageous soldiers, a force 
which the Japanese would be foolhardy in 
attempting to oppose. Russia has a great 
and dominating future on the Pacific coast 
and sea north of the Great Wall of China, 


and perhaps south of it. 


ONLY A DEAD SNAKE. 

It has turned out as THE TRIBUNE 1 
ticipated. The sea serpent of Blackwell's 
Island is but a dead python which when 
living had been consigned to an animal 
dealer in New York from Singapore. it, 
with several of its companions, was taken 
sick on the voyage, shuffled off its coils, 
and was chucked overboard when near New 
York with a rope around its neck. The “sea 
serpent’ found by the Blackwell’s Island 
guards also had a rope around its neck, 
As the genuine sea serpent never travels 
with a rope round its neck, having no oppor- 
tunity to get a rope and not being able to 
tie it on if it had one, the identity of the ill- 
smelling wriggler captured on the reef is 
sufficiently established. It is a little re- 
markable that suspicion was not aroused by 
the rope and that some one did not ask how 
the serpent managed to tie a rope in a hard 
knot round its own neck, but it is probably 
explained by the fact that the New-York- 
ers, who think the world is bounded by New 
York, rarely travel, and thus are very pro- 
vincial, and, like all provincials, very cred- 
ulous. It is quite within their capability 
for New-Yorkers to accept a dead snake 
for the sea serpent, even with a rope round 
its neck, or for that, even if its fins were tied 
up with ribbons and its tail ornamented 
with the latest style of braid. It would 
never occur to them to inquire where the 
sea serpent would be likely to procure such 
articles for its adornment. They would 
swallow it, rope, ribbons, braid, and all, 
without even suspecting that sea serpents, 
dead or alive, are not in the habit of swim- 
ming about with their necks in nooses. 

There. will be a general feeling of relief 
now that the alleged sea serpent has been 
recognized as a dead and unsavory python. 
A venerable illusion has thus been preserved 
to us. The sea serpent is burdéned with the 
weight of many centuries. It was swim- 
ming in its solitary grandeur long before 
Columbus set off for Cathay. Many a time 
the Northmen and the Vikings sought to 
capture it, but it eluded them. It has 
shown itself many a time and oft to won- 
dering mariners, but neither shot nor har- 
poon has had any effect upon it. It is 
the monarch of the ocean, having outlived 
many generations of whales, sharks, and 
grampuses which have learned to fear it. 
There may be some far distant island where 
it nests and basks upon the sand, as Ved- 
der has painted it, but if there be such an 
island it is still terra incognita to man. It 
is pleasant to know it has not been capt- 
ured, for the ocean would be a lonesome 
place without it. All well-disposed per- 
sons will hope it may continue to roll its _ 
huge bulk through the seas, to visit the sea- 
side resorts, and by mysterious submarine 
channels occasionally appear in the inland 
lakes. If it were gone there would soon 
be no ocean illusions left. The Cherub that 
sits up aloft and Davy Jones down in his 
locker would be the next to go, and at last 
iconoclastic hands would lay hold upon the 
Flying Dutchman, and destroy the belief in 
this Wandering Jew of the ocean. What 
would the ocean be without the sea serpent 
Dy day raising its crested head and flashing 
its glittering scales and the Flying Dutch- 
man by night showing his phantom light 
and giving his ghostly hail as he flits by. 
A dead python with a rope around its neck 
the sea serpent! Pah! 
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RICHARD K. HUNT. 

Richard M. Hunt, an architect of national 
fame, standing in the front rank of his pro- 
fession, if not at its head since the death of 
Richardson, has passed away, his death hav- 
ing occurred from heart failure at his New- 
port summer home Wednesday last. Mr. 
Hunt was of New England birth, and in his 
15th year went to Europe and studied archi- 
tecture in the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris. 
Before his return he spent some time in 
traveling, and, young as he was, received 
merited honors in the French capital, hav- 
ing served in a professional capacity under 
the government and left illustrations of his 
Skill in his art. 

Mr. Hunt returned to America in 1855 and 
settled down in New York, where for forty 
years he followed his profession with unva- 
rying and eminent success, reaching at last 
not only to national but international fame. 
The record of his more important works 
shows him to have been an artist not alone 

ot high technical skill but dominated by a 
rare appreciation of the beautiful and ma- 
jestic in architecture. He has left monu- 
ments to his skill scattered all over the 
ast and one in the West which is now, alas! 
only a memory, and yet one of the most 
beautiful of his concgptions, the Adminis- 
tration Building, which dominated the 
matchless Court of Honot of the White 
City. The catalogue of his more important 
works includes such masterpieces as the res- 
idences of W. K. Vanderbilt, Ogden Mffils, 
Henry G. Marquand, Levi P. Morton, Ogden 
Goelet, and Hibridge T. Gerry, the North 
Carolina chateau of George W. Vanderbilt, 
and the elegant villa of Cornelius Vander- 
bilt at Newport; the Lenox Library, Pres- 
byterian Hospital, Tribune Building, pedes- 
tal for the Bartholdi statue, and memorial 
doors for Trinity Church, New York; the 
new Naval Observatory at Washington and 
the Academic Building and Gymnasium at 
West Point. One of the last of His great

ways is disappointment when a census is 

taken and the results of the enumeratian 
are made known. The figures of the census- 

takers never are as large as those obtained 

by multiplying the number of names in the 

directory or on the poll books by some big 

ratio. Then when this discrepancy between 

what is and what was hoped for comes to 

light every patriotic citizen abuses the cen- 

sus-takers and charges them with neglect of 

duty. The “boomers’’ having insisted that 

there must be a larger population, grow 

violent in their denunciation of the rascals’ 
who took what they called a census and who 

omitted tens of thousands of people. 

The national census of 1890 gave Milwau- 
kee 204,468 inhabitants, or 89,000 more than 
it had in 1880. The intermediate State cen- 
sus, which has just been.taken, gives the 
city a population of 247,130, or a gain of over 
42,000 in five years. But the people, instead 
of being gratified by this increase of over 20 
per cent in five years, two of which were 
marked by intense business depression, 
are in a state of great wrath. They 
say these figures are ridiculous and worth- 
less, and that the census ought to be taken 
over again by men who will see that the city 
gets its rights. 

There would have been no complaint if 
there had not been so much preliminary fig- 
uring as to what the population would be. 
Taking the last directory as a basis, it was 
estimated confidently that there were at 


least 275,000 people in Milwaukee and that 


there had been a gain of.35 per cent during 
the last five years. If the Milwaukeeans 
had made fewer prophecies, and had not be- 
come so worked up over the matter, they 
would have been quite satisfied with the 
census returns, which show a good, healthy 
growth. The increase was as large as they 
had any reason to expect in view of the hard 
times of the last two years, which have 
checked momentarily foreign immigration 
and the growth of all American cities, Chi- 
cago included. ö 

Some of the disappointed Milwaukeeans 
want another census taken right off, and 
they want the men who do the work in- 
structed that they must give at least 273,000 
men, women, and children within the city 
limits and no fault will be found with them 
if they discover more. This can be done, but 
the wisest plan will be to accept the situa- 
tion and say nothing more about the matter. 
It mag be that the latest census is defective, 
but outsiders will put more faith in it than 
they will in directory estimates. 

If the Milwaukeeans keep silent for the 
next five years, till the census of 1900 is 
taken, and it shows a notable gain, they will 
have something to hurrah over. If the 
growth has not been quite what they ex- 
pected, the disappointment will not be as 
bitter as if they had been boasting over un- 
paralleled gains. Modesty is the best policy. 


BUCKET-SHOP BUSINESS. 

The Board of Trade of this city again has 
undertaken to deal with’’ the bucket-shops, 
and in a different sense from the dealing“ 
done with those institutions by their cus- 
tomers”’’—namely: the men who make bets 
with the bucket-shop on the ups and downs 
of the markets, The effort at first is to be 
along a different line to that pufaued hereto- 
fore. The board will try to inform the spec- 
ulating public in regard to the real character 


of the “firms’’ that solicit patronage, and 


let the people know whether the places re- 
ceiving their “orders’”’ are bucket-shops 
which take the money as a bet or commission 
houses which buy or sell on the Board of 
Trade for account of their clients. 

This course of procedure is an eminently 
proper one, since it is known that many of 
the bucket-shops obtain patronage under 
false pretenses. They wrongfully claim to 
have connections with the Board of Trade, 
and there is no room to doubt that a large 
percentage of their business“ at country 
points is obtained on that understanding, 
This is true perhaps to a smaller extent in 
the big cities. The patrons“ fancy they are 
giving orders to buy or sell which will be 
placed on the Board of Trade and may have 
an influence on the course of the market, 
since the price varies up and down with the 
changing relation of supply todemand. Not 
only is this an error, but the money thus paid 
in generally is used against the interests of 
the customer“ and of the class to which he 
belongs. It is notorious that the average 
speculator in the rural districts almost al- 
ways is a bull.“ He believes prices will go 
higher, and ‘“‘buys’ with that expectation. 
The bucket-shop takes his money as a bet, 
hence has an interest in seeing the market 
decline instead of advance, and when he has 
a long line of customers,“ each of whom 
supposed himself to be a buyer, the bucket- 
shop man can put money into hisown pocket 
by sending an order on the board sufficiently 
big to break the market to a point at which 
his “customers” will be ‘frozen out,“ leav- 
ing him the undisputed owner of all the cash 
they have paid in. 

This is the distinctive feature of bucket 
trading, and it would be well if everybody 
knew it. If the matter were generally un- 
derstood the bucket-shop would have few 
or no patrons, because the man tempted to 
put his cash there would know it was not 
intended for him to have an even chance for 
his money, but that his chance is even less 
than that of the buyer of a lottery ticket, 
who would get back just about 50 cents on 
the dollar if he were to buy all the tickets 
and receive all the prizes. It is astonishing 
that there are in the United States so many 
fools as to enable bucket-shops by the score 
to flourish on their money. It especially ts 
gad because the average investor in the 
bucket-shop is g man of very small means 
and loses a large part of his capital every 
time he makes a payment there which does 
not yield him a return.

There will be an investi- 
gation and 'the gang of boodlers“ will be 
‘broken up. It requires courage, perhaps, 
to stand up in the Legislature and make 
charges against some of one’s colleagues, 
but the Colonel's friends say he has courage, 
and he says there is evidence which will 
convict. Therefore, instead of -proposing 
that the Legislature investigate Gov. Alt- 
geld and some newspaper editors to find out 
what they know, he should offer a resolution 
to investigate the evidence of boodling on 
the part of A, B, C, D, ete., members of the 
Legislature, | 


Tun House has adopted an extraordinary 
amendment to the revenue bill it has under 
consideration, It makes the Governor ex- 
officio Supervisor of Assessments made by 
the State Board of Equalization, with power 
to revise and correct its action, That board 
determines the value of the capital stock of 
railroads, telegraph companies, State banks, 
and a few other corporations. If Altgeld 
were to be allowed to fix the amount of 
taxes each of those corporations had to pay 
they would wish they never had been born. 
The power which this amendment proposes 
to give him never should be intrusted to any 
political officer, because the probabilities are 
that he would abuse it.

PRESIDENT PIERCE VETOES THE 
STREET RAILWAY ORDINANOD, 


Townspeople Applaud His Message~Fran- 
chise Granted the Metropolitan Elec- 


tric Company Was Not Populareit_ 


Returned No Revenues to the Town 
and Furnished No Bond-<Network. of 
Railroad Tracks Girds the Suburbs 
Reasons Given in Detail for the Action. 


President Pierce of the Cicero Town Board 
vetoed last night the Metropolitan Electric 
street railway ordinance passed last 
Friday night and received the plaud- 
its of as many of the Cicero pub- 
lic as could get into the Town Hall. 
Trustee Moore immediately moved a re- 
consideration and the motion was carried, 
Trustees Dare and Swinscoe voting in the 
negative. The ordinance was then referred 
toa Committee of the Whole bya unani- 
mous vote. The crowd of spectators present, 
who filled all the spare room on the lower 
floor and in the gallery, broke into applause 
at the references to a five-cent fare to the city 
and nearly went wild at the conclusion, The 
following is the veto submitted to the Board 


of Trustees: | 
The ordinance passed Friday night. July 26, 
1895. granting certain rights and privileges to 
the Metropolitan Electric Street railway com- 
pany I herewith return to this board with my dis- 
approval for the following reasons: 
believe the time has come in the history of 
this town when no railroad company should be 
given a franchise over our streets which does not 
provise some revenue for the town. That these 
ranchises are valuable is evidenced by the earn- 
estness with which the promoters press their 
claims, and, if valuable, should pay to our town 
a certain amount for each mile of street asked 
for, and either an annual license on each car or 
acertain percent of the gross earnings; such 
license or per cent to begin a certain number of 
years after the road shall have been built and 
when returns on the actual investment shall war- 
rant it. 


Should Give a Bond. 


I deem it uawise to grant a railway ordinance 
to any company that will not furnish to the town 
a good and sufficient bond of at least one thon- 
sand ($1,000) dollars r mile for each mile 
granted as fixed and liquidated damages, that 
they will build the road. I fail te see any in- 
justice in making and insisting upon this 
provision in every railway franchise granted, as 
an evidence of good faith on the part of 
those asking such privileges through our town. 
A bond of this character was required of the 
Ogden Street railway company for twenty-five 
thousand (625,000) dollars, with the American 
Surety company as sureties, that . would 
build each and every mile asked for; and one of 
like character was recently given by the Sub- 
urban Electric company for twelve thousand 
($12,000) dollars. 

I firmly believe that the time limit for buildi 


any road for which a franchise is granted shou! 

not excsed two years. Conditions change 
wonderfully in that time, and a franchise which 
today is practically of little value may two years 


hence be made a source of great revenue to our } 


town. 

There have been other ordinances presented to 
this board upon which no action has been taken, 
asking for some of the same streets granted the 
Metropolitan company. I deemit wise to give 
tho parties representing these ordinances a 
chance to be heard and ascertain with which 
company the best terms for the Town: of Cicero 
can be made. 

The above statements are general in their char- 
acter. My specific reasons for vetoing this ordi- 
nance are as follows: ' 

It pays nothing for the streets asked for and 
provides no revenue of any character for the 


town. 
It asks for four years in which to build such- 


parts of the road as it may elect, and only guar 
antees to build five miles of single track in two 


ears. 
r It provides no bond as fixed and liquidated 
damages that it will build the entire line asked 
for. Fhis was required of the Ogden and Sub- 
urban companies.

PASSPORT GOES WITH EVERY TICKET. 


Roads Running to Rockford, III., Getting 
Up a New Twenty-five-Ride Ticket. 

The Burlington, St. Paul, Illinois Central, 
and Northwestern railway companies have 
suspended the sale of twenty-five-ride tick- 
ets from Rockford to Chicago until Aug. 6. 
After that date the sale will be resumed, but 
with additional means for identifying the 
purchaser. The object of this action is not 
so much the protection of the companies, for 
these tickets have proved profitable, but of 
the merchants of Rockford. 

The price of a twenty-five-ride ticket from 
Rockford to Chicago has been $37, or $1.45 a 
ride each way. At this rate many residents 
of Rockford preferred to come to Chicago 
to do their shopping, and storekeepers at 
Rockford have suffered heavily in conse- 
quence. Transportation between the two 
cities has been further facilitated by a num- 
ber of ticket scalpers who have dealt largely 
in these tickets with the knowledge of some 
of the railroads, it is said. 

At a meeting of Rockford business-men 
last week a protest was made against the 
sale of these tickets and the roads at once 
announced the discontinuance of the sale of 
the obnoxious tickets. 

Assistant General Passenger Agent Weig- 
ley of the Burlington said yesterday: 

There is no present intention of stopping 
the sale of the 25-rife tickets between Rock- 
ford and Chicago. But, at the request of the 
Burlington and St. Paul roads, the four 
roads that run into Rockford had a meeting 
last Tuesday, at which it was agreed to sus- 
pend the sale of these tickets until Aug. 8, 
when a new 25-ride ticket will be sold. This 
new ticket will have on it a description of 
the personal appearance of the holder and a 
coupon for every nide. The holder will be 
required to write his signature on the body 
of the ticket when he buys it and on each 
coupon in the presence of the conductor 
who takes it up. We have not yet reached 
the point where we will require the holder’s 
photograph to be on his ticket. 

We are going to try the effect of the new 
ticket, and if it is a failure then no 25-ride 
ticket between these points will be sold at 
all, and every passenger will have to pay $5 
instead of $2.60 a round trip.“ 


te Be Seld in the City=The Harvey 
Land Association Takes Out the Clause 
Against Liquor Selling from Its Deeds 
r. W. Harvey Is Blamed and the 
Association Officers Condemned. 


Mayor Machews has signed the ordinance 
which admits for the flrat time the saloon in- 
to the prohibition-christened city of Harvey. 
In view of Mayor Mathews’ policy and pub- 
lic declarations the announcement caused 
little surprise. 

The Harvey Prohibitionists will play their 
last card tonight, when they will attempt nn- 
der the auspices of the Citizens’ League to 
secure a sufficient number of petitioners to 
secure a vote on village organization. 

The Harvey Land Association has dropped: 
from its land deeds the ironclad clause pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors and 
has announced fts intention to waive for a 
consideration the restriction in deeds already 
granted, 

The announcement of this fact yesterday 
was the feature of. the license controversy in 
the raloon-threatened city of Harvey. It was 
made by President Granger Farwell of the 
land association to a committee delegated by 
Wednesday night’s mass-meeting called to 
consider ways and means to prevent Mayor 
Mathews from sigumg a liquor ordinauce 
passed the night before. 

This move on the part of the land associa- 
tion furnishes the sequel to the history of one 
of the most widely advertised towns in the 
United States and repuises again the pro- 
hibition cause in Harvey. ? 


Committee Waits on Mr. Farwell. 


At Wednesday night’s maes-meeting resolu- 
tions were passed requesting in part and de- 
mending in part that the Land Association 
enforce the liquor clause in their deeds. 

A committee consist of Attorney I. J. 
Monser and William L. Coryell was accord- 
ingly appointed to wait upon President Far- 
well yesterdayiand receive his final answer.

ogue: 

Do you intend to regulate your deeds to 
meet the wishes of the people of Harvey?“ 

We do, but we shall pay no attention to 
memorials or petitions. We shall regard the 
party in power as representing the will of the 
people. 

Do you mean by that you will waive the 
prohibitory clause in your deeds?” 

„We mean we shall waive the restrictions 
for a consideration in such ever cases as we 
see fit, and in future deeds we shail omit the 
clause,”’ 

That settled it. The news spread rapidly 
over the little city last night, and the action of 
the Land Association is loudly condemned by 
prohibiticnists, f 

It is now charged to T. W. Harvey, founder 
of the city and ex- President of the association, 
that his resignation contemplated the repu- 
diation by 
the prohibitory cause Mr. Harvey 
having assumed a sort of moral responsibility 
for the prohibition character of the city, 

The plan is now to vote back into a village 
organization, Prohibitionists being satisfied 
that a Prohibition Board of Trustees couid be 
elected under village organization. This is 
regarded as the last resort, The license men 
say, however, that, even under village or- 
ganization, the Prohibitionists would fail.

CICERO’S NETWOKK OF RAILWAYS, 


Girded and Encircled on All Sides by “L” 
and Electric Roads. 

The Cicero and Proviso Electric railroad 
now has twenty miles of track, reaching the 
various suburban towns in the neighborhood 
of Cicero, Proviso, and Oak Park. That is 
the first electric railroad in Chicago and its 
suburbs. The company was organized in 


1889 by some twenty people in Cicero and 


Oak Park. A line from Oak Park to West 
Fortieth street, connecting with the Madi- 
son street cable, was completed and the first 
train run Feb. 26, 1801. A branch line was 
built from Madison street and Harlem ave- 
nue to Twelfth street, reaching the deme- 
teries and the Harlem race track, also May- 
wood and Melrose Park. Another extension 
has been completed north of West Forty- 
eighth streot to Chicago avenue, and west 
on Chicago avenue to Harlem avenue. There 
is in contemplation and now under contract 
an extension of the Lake street line from 
Harlem avenue through River Forest and to 
Fifth avenue in Maywood. This will be 
built this summer. 

The Ogden Street railroad now has in 
operation only one mile of track, that from 
Madison street south to Twelfth street on 
West Forty-eighth street. The franchises

During this celebrated investigation it has 
come to the knowledge of the nuthorities that 
one A. E. Allen, alias Caldwell. alias Mascot, 
is supposed to be in possession of important facts 
which would possibly lead to the conviction of 
the accused Holmes. ¢ 

The Allen referred to is now serving a fifteen- 
year sentence in the penitentiary of your State. 
Mr. Capp will lay the matter before you and give 
you the result of our conference in Uhicago. 

I would suggest after you have heard him that 
you join with us in this matter, which has be- 
come of national interest and render us such as- 
sistance as the facts and circumstances in the 
case will warrant. 

Mr. Capp is hereby authorized to represent me 
as State’s-Attorney of this county in bis talk

„% While at present there is no murder case 
against Holmes in Chicago, if thestory of 
Capp is true, Holmes can be sent to the peni- 
tentiary under the laws of Texas for twenty 
years. Chief Badenoch has shown me the 
evidence he has in hand, which, in my opin- 
ion, is not sufficient to convict Holmes in 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Toronto, or anywhere 
else. It all tends to prove Holmes was in 
mounted skeleton business and might have 
haudied scores of them in a comparatively 
legitimate way. 

Ho about the convict’s story! 

„That man Allen may know something 
but, if we can believe any of the wondrous 
tales of Holmes’ shrewdness, he was far too 
sharp to confide in Alien or any one else. 

**Gov. Clarke of Arkansas is a personal 
friend of mine and I gave that letter to La w- 
yer Capp with power of State’s Attorney for 
Cook County, to request the convict be 
prevailed upor te teli his story. That in 
view of the fact he has fifteen years to serve 
in the penitentiary and is a man now past 50 
years of age, and cannot probably live out 
bis sentence, it would be an act of justice to 
give bim his liberty if it would secure the 
conviction of the much greater criminal 
Holmes. . 


Allen Says Holmes Was Pratt. 


Little Rock, Ark., Aug. 1,—There is hardly 
a doubt but that the man Pratt mentioned in 
a recent Topeka dispatch as having lived there 
and H, H. Holmes are one and the same man. 
Allen Mascot” says Holmes went by the 
name of Pratt in Texas. Allen spends most 
of his time berating the newspapers.

QUINLAN REFUSES TO GIVE UP. 


More Testimony Is Given Regarding the 
Peculiar Ol Used by Holmes. 

For two nours yesterday morning Quin- 
lan was questioned by Chief Badenoch, In- 
spector Fitzpatrick, and Attorney Capp of 
Fort Worth. All the points of his testimony 
were gone over hurriedly and he was ques- 
tioned with a view to making him contradict 
some of his former statements. Questions 
were put to him thick and fast, but without 
any effect. 

At last he broke down and sobbed pite- 
ously. He kept repeating: 

“IT am innocent. I knew Holmes and 
worked for him. All these people you say 
were murdered I knew, and when they went 
away, aS Holmes claimed, I thought it 
funny. You say I helped him to commit 
murder, but I did not. I am innocent and 
cannot tell you what you claim I know. 
Let me alone. I am innocent.“ 

Quinlan's manner when he left the in- 
spector’s office indicated that he was on the 
anxious seat and that his resting place was 
getting decidedly hot. His whole appear- 
ance has changed greatly since he was first 
brought in for investigation. Although he, 
his wife, and Joe Owers are all held without 
warrant for arrest none of them has made 
any effort to be released: The police offi- 
clals say all these have expressed perfect 
willingness to remain as long as their serv- 
ices may be desired. 

The police were informed yesterday a man 
named James McDonald,who lives in Thirty- 
fifth street, near Wentworth avenue, did a 
good deal of hauling for Holmes about the 
time his victims disappeared. McDonald, it 
seems, had told-a friend that most of his 
work for Holmes was done at night and that 
Quinlan was the man who always delivered 
the goods“ to him at the “castle.” Me- 
Donald will be sent for and given an oppor- 
tunity to tell his story in Quinlan’s pres- 
ence, 

When Quinlan learns that Capp has gone 
to Arkansas with credentials to secure im- 
munity for Allen in case he makes a con- 
fession it may induce Pat to anticipate the 
move by telling the whole story himself. 

Four witnesses were examined. by In- 
spector Fitgpatrick in the afternoon, two 
men and two women. The most impoftant 
of them was a mah named Erickson, who 
is at the present time employed as a drug 
clerk on the West Side. He told the offi- 
cials that he was at aqme time employed in 
the drug store during the time Holmes oc- 
cupied the castle.“ He knew Holmes well, 
and said he always considered him very pe- 
culiar. 

“Why?” asked Inspector Fitzpatrick. 

Well,“ replied Erickson, “he always 
wanted so much chloroform. During the 
time I was there, it was only a few months, 
I sometimes sold him this drug nine or ten 
times a week and each time it was in large 
quantities. I asked him what he used it for 
on several occasions, but he gave me very 
unsatisfactory answers. At last I refused 
to let him have any more until he told me, 
as I pretended that I was afraid that he was 
not using it for any proper purpose. He 
then told me that he was making some ex- 
periments and the following day showed me 
a bottle containing yellow fluid. He had 
another bottle with a white liquid in it, and 
when he mixed the twoa heavy vapor arose, 
to which he set fire. He told me that the 
gas was poisonous, Some time ¢fter when 
he got more chloroform I asked him if his 
experiment was nearly completed, and then 
he said he was not making any experiments. 
I could never make him out.“ 


He Attempts to Explain Some of the Mys- 
teries in His Case.

The 
notes forthat debtare failingdue all the 
time, and the company has not been able to 
meet them without borrowing money, and 
was not able te raise money on the only avail- 
able assets it bas, reai estate.

HOOSIER STATE SALOON LAW KILLED. 
Judge Taylor Declares It Inoperative 
Through Faulty Construction. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 1,—[{Special.]— 
The much expected decision by Judge Tay- 
lor in the test cases of the new Nicholson 
saloon law was rendered today, and virtual- 
ly holds the law to be inoperative. The firet 
four sections of the Nicholson law define 
offenses, such as screens which obstruct a 
view of the interior of a saloon from the 
street during illegal hours, the presence of 
devices for amusement and gaming in the 
saloon, prohibiting other business.in the 
Same room, and prohibiting any person 


other than the proprietor or his family to go 


into the saloon during illegal hours. 

Soc. 9 is known as the local option section, 
and no test of it can be made until the Board 
of County Commissioners meets in Septem- 
ber to grant licenses. In his decision today 
Judge Taylor said he would not consider the. 
question of the constitutionality of the law 
because he deemed it best to leave that 
question to a higher court. The question 
considered was as to the penalty clause of 
Sec. 4, the only penalty clause in the act. 
The court said: 


In Sec. 2 of this act there are three separate 
and distinct offenses charged, in Sec. 4 there are 
four separate and distinct offenses charged, and 
a count drawn under Sec., 2. to be sufficient, must 
charge the violation of the whole section, includ- 
ing its three distinct offenses, and the same as 
to Sec. 4, including its four distinct offenses. The 
language of the penalty clause attempting to 
provide a penalty for the provisions of Secs. 2, 3, 
and 4, is as follows: 

“Upon conviction of the violation of ts or 
either of the foregoing sections of this act the 
defendant shall be fined in any sum not less than 
ten or more than one hundred dollars, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the county jail, 
ete.“ N 

In determining this question it is necessary to 
recur’to some very plain and simple rules of con- 
struction, long established—so long established 
and so plain and simple they ought to be and are 
presumed to be well known to the Legislature at 
the time of the passing of these laws. It is well 
enough for laymen to stand and abuse the courts 
for failing to sustain laws passed by the Legisla- 
ture through what these laymen are pleased to de- 
nominate technicalities, but it is far better that 
men’s rights and liberties should be protected. 
The people must send representatives to make 
their laws with both the capacity and integrity 
to draft them and the moral courage to enact 
them when properly drafted, and until this is 
done let no man censure the courts of justice. 
That there is a demand throughout the State of 
Indiana for a better regulation of the liquor traffic 
is not to be doubted, but that this would be done 
by false or strained construction by the cotrts in 
the absence of a square-shouldered, honest effort 
on the part of the lawmaking power in the dis- 
charge of its function no wise, well-minded citi- 
gen will claim. If the act as it is here written 
does not express the legislative intent, then ali 
the courts can do, in the language of an eminent 
comedian, is to say to the Legislature, ‘“‘Come 
again’; and if the people send the same men 
who made the first blunder a second will be theirs, 
and not that of the men whom they send, an 
whether there shall be a second blunder or not, 
reither the first nor second must be charged to the 
courts. This law, in my judgment, has no penal 
ty for an offense under either of the sections in

Against Alleged Misreprese 


The following interesting communication 
to the editor of Boston Transcript was printed 


in a late edition of that paper: 

To the majority of your readers the word 
Siberia implies all that is cruel and barbar- 
ous and sends to their hearts a shudder as 
they imagine before their eyes a scene of 
flogging of some of its unfortunate inhab- 
itauts, political exiles uttering their last la- 
ments and expirmg under the lashings of the 
knout. This is the average conception of an 
American whose mind has been poisoned by 
the many slanderous accounts invented and 
published by such men as Leo Hartman and 
his like, the plotters against the lamented 
Alexander II., grandfather of the present 
ruler of all Russia, or such men as George 
Kennan, whose lectures and articles on 
Russia have filled every one not acquaint- 
ed with the other side with horrors. 

‘That this Siberia, covering an area of 
4,000,000 square miles, twenty-five times as 
large as Germany and 1,000,000 square 
miles larger than the United States from 
Maine to California, is daily brought nearer 
to the confines of commercial America isa 
fact that is gradually dawning upon the Amer. 
ican people, but particulariy should interest 
business-men in manufacturing centers and 
particularly men engaged in railroading in 
the broadest sense of its meaning. 

The construction of the great Siberian rail- 
way, which will unite the most distant pc ints 
of Europe and Asia, will draw the Old orid 
nearer to the New, and its beginning prac- 
tically coincided with the celebration of 
the 400th anniversary of the discov- 
ery of America so fittingly observed by the 
stupendous World's Fair at Chicago. But 
for the Fair, mere attention might have been 
given this wonderful undertaking, and it is 
to be noted that the accomplishment of this 
magnificent and historic task has fallen to 
the lot of Russia under the personal super- 
vision of the presept young Emperor, Nicolai 
Alexandrovitch, who journeyed as the heir ap- 
parent through the whole of Siberia, and 
when on his return ta Russia from his long 
journey East landed on Russian territory at 
Viadivostock, on the Pacific coast, the 
llth day of May, 1891, and read there the 
immemorial imperial rescript of the 17th of 
March, 1891, published at St. Petersburg—

Commands Its Construction. 

Having now commanded the immediate con- 
struction of a railroad through the entire length 
of Siberia with the object of connecting these 
richly endowed provinces of Siberia with the in- 
ternal network of European Russia, | commis- 
sion you to announce such as my will on your re- 
turn to the Russian territory after having visited 
the foreign iands of the East; at the same time 
I lay upon you the act ot inaugurating the con- 
struction at the expense of the Crown: of the 
Ussuri section of the grand Siberian railway at 
Viadivostock. 

This decided the question of the construc. 
tion of the great Siberian railway which had’ 
occupied the attention ofthe Russian Govern- 
ment and nation for over a third of a century. 
His Imperial Highness, the Czarowitz then, 
now Emperor of ali the Russias, in his sub- 
sequent trip through the entire iine of the 
projected rail day, became personally ac- 
quainted with many of the immediate needs 
of this vast domain over which he now rules, 
and as the completion of this work necessitated 
numerous subsidiary worke, the object of 
which was to facilitate the actual construc- 
tion and settling up of that section and de- 
veloping same, a special committee was in- 
stituted at the end of 1892, at St. Petersburg, 
under the title Committee of Siberian Rail- 
way, and the present Emperor, then Czaro. 
witz, named by imperial decree president of 
the committee of technical and geographical 
features of the great Siberian road. 

Costs Many Millions. 


The entire line of the Siberian railway, 
which consists of seven sections, is 7,112 
versts (one versta is two-thirds of an English 
mile, or almost 5,000 English miles); the 
total appropriation being 350,210,482 
rubles (one ruble equals about 50 cents, or 
$175,105.000). This road commences at 
Viadivostock on the Siberian coast, running 
in a northerly direction 382 versts to Graffs- 
kaja, hence 347 to Khabaroffka. and strikes 
out westward north of Chinese Tartary 2,000 
versts to Sretyinsk, a large Siberian city, 
1,009 versts to Mysovsk, 202 versts to Ir- 
kutsk, another important Siberian center, It 
goes around the southern shore of a big lake, 
Baikal, which evegtually may be crossed by 
boat on the same principle as the great trans- 
portation trunk lines run on the American 
lakes. 

From Irkutsk it goes northwesterly 1.764 
versts to Oby. on the river by the same name, 
thence 1,328 versts to Cheliabinsk, where it 
connects with the extreme European-Russian 
eastern terminus of the grand system of Rus- 
sian railways known as the Grande Société 
des Cheinfhs de Fer Russes [the whole length 
is equal to the distance from Chicago to San 
Francisco and back again to Chicago. Then 
1.000 miles to Moscow and 800 farther to 
St. Petersburg—total about 7,000 miles from 
the Baltic Sea to the Pacific Ocean] and to 
the ancient capital of Russia, Moscow, and 
from there to St. Petersburg by the remarka- 
ble road built during the reign of the great- 
grandfather of the present Czar, Nicolai I., 
about which exists the anecdote that when a 
map was shown to the Emperor Nicolai I. he 
took a ruler and connected the two ancient 
and modern capitals with a straight line, thus 
settling all disputes as to how the line was to 
be built—which explains why so many impor- 
tant commercial centers between Moscow 
and St. Petersburg were left at a distance 
from the main line, necessitating in later 
years the building of branch lines, opening a 
splendid fieid to constructors of electric lines,

CONVERTED TO SOUND MONEY IDEAS. 


Dr. William Preston Hill Comes Out Bold. 
ly for Honest Currency. 

A sensation has been caused in St. Louis by 
the opinions on silver coinage avowed by Dr, 
William Preston Hill, Dr. Hill is the young- 
est son of the late Britton A. Hill. and two 


years ago the ablest champion in Missouri of 


fiat money, and perhaps the most pleasing 
writer on that subject the Greenback party 
could boast. His book, Liberty and Law,“ 
had a tremendous run some fifteen years ago, 
200,000 copies, it is said, being sold. It was 
generally belioved that his sentiments on the 
currency were the same as those of his father, 
and therefore the views he supports in his 


pamphlet have caused much surprise in St. 


Louis. He depicts in the following graphic 
manner the consequences of free silver coin- 
age: 

There would ensue a universal lack of confi- 
dence, a run upon every bank in the country. 
The banks would be forced to close their doors 
and liquidate, and force the payment of all 
money due them, and thus drive every business 
man to the wall. Everybody would try to get all 
existing 8 closed before the change sto 
the new standard, and sell every security likely 
to be affected by the change before it became de- 
preciated. All our manufacturing industries 
would be forced to close their doors to wait for 
the new order of things, because they could not 
manufacture products which would soon have to 
meet the competition of free-silver wages. 

Fellow-citizens, let us not delude ourselves! 
The free-silver-coinage proposition is simply an 
act to reduce our standard of .value to one-half 
what it is at present, and to liquidate all exist- 
ing obligations on that reduced basis. It is, 
therefore, an act of spoliation, of fraud, and re- 
pudiation.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Lucas County Insurance company, having 
headquarters at Toledo, O., which has been closed 
by Insurance Commissioner Hahn of that State, 
has had Chicago men backing it. E. A. Linn and 
C. H. Haight are the two directors of the com- 
pany from Chicago, and Haight, it appears, is 
the head man in the company and the man who has 
had the active management. It is said other 
Chicago men are interested in this concern, which 
the Insurance Commissioner claims is fraudulent 
from beginning to end. Taking advantage of 
their connection with Chicago people the company 
has succeeded in doing a considerable business in 
Chicago and in other portions of Illinois. 

According to Insurance Commissioner Hahn, 
the company has been run as a swindling game 
from beginning to end, and while it has adver- 
tised,: in addition to regular securities, a reserve 
fund of $50,000 in gilt-edged stock and bonds, it 
in reality had no money whatever, and the only 
capital used by those interested was $600, paid 
by them for the old charter of the company. The 
owners of the old charter were W. T. Myers, W. G. 
Myers, and D. F. Culberson, These men received 
an offer from the Chicago men to purchase the old 
charter for $600, which was accepted. One after 
another of the members of the board resigned, and 
one of the new crowd was elected in place of the 
retiring director. It was only a short time until 
the entire board had been changed, and then the 
work of taking applications for insurance began. 

The company, it is said, would write any sort 
of a risk, from a powder mill to a feather factory 
and at any rate that could be obtained. The result 
was the company succeeded in getting a large 
amount of business in the way of risks which a 
reputably managed company would not accept, 
and a considerable sum was realized in the way 
of premiums collected. The business was carried 
on extensively in‘ llinois, Michigan, Missouri, 
Florida, and New York, though not a dollar was 
written in Ohio, where the company was chartered. 
The idea apparently was to cover up their tracks 
by refusing to write in their own State. 

C. H. Haight, the manager, is known in Chi- 
cago. There is another C. H. Haight in the di- 
rectory who is connected with the firm of Mer- 
riam, Collins & Co. at No. 50 River street. Mr. 
Haight has received a good deal of mdil addressed 
to his namesake, one letter coming to him yester- 
day which should have gone to Toledo. It was 
from the Metropolitan National Bank and con- 
tained two checks which the Toledo. Haight had 
sent to the bank for collection. Both had been 
thrown out as worthless and were being returned 
to him by the bank. E. A. Linn, the other director, 
is in the directory as a salesman at No. 74 La 
Salle street. There is a furnishing store at that 
number, and no one in it knows such a person. 
Such a man in fact is unknown in the building. 

Insurance Commissioner Durfee of Illinois is to 
take this matter up, and he will see if the officers 
of the company cannot be prosecuted for writing 
in Illinois without a license,

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Steamer Alva Sunk. 

SAULT STE. MARIE Mich., Aug. 1.—While the 
steamer Alva, down bound with iron ore, was 
aground below the dike this morning it was run 
into and sunk by the whaleback barge No. 117, in 
tow of the steamer E. M. Peck, bound down with 
iron ore. The whaleback took a sheer when near 
the Alva, which caused the collision. Its nose 
punched a hole in the Alva at the engine-room 
gungway, three feet below the main deck, a 
the engine-room with water. Steam pumps wil 
be put on board after temporary repairs have been 
made so it can proceed on its way to Chicago. The 
whaleback barge is badly damaged in the stem 
and its ballast tank forward is full of water, but 
as it can free itself with its own pumps it is still 
afloat. The Alva’s stern is on the bottom and the 
bow is in four fathoms of water. Capt. C. H. Sin- 
clair, wrecking master for Macdonald & Co., was 
ordered to the scene of the collision after a tele- 
graphic conference between underwriters. The dis- 
patches indicate that the cargo hold could be kept 
free of water with steam pumps and one was 
placed on board at noon. It is believed here the 
whaleback fleet is insured in London Lloyds. 
Smith, Davis & Co. of Buffalo have $50,000 alto- 
gether on the Alva and colliding whaleback.

NEWS OF THE COURTS. 


Judge Baker will render a decision today as to 
the application of the new indeterminate law rela- 
tive to prisoners convicted in the Criminal Court 
since July 1, upon which date the law- went into 
effet. At a meeting of the Judges sitting in the 
Criminal Court at the time the parole law went 
into effect it was decided that all cases tried after 
July 1, in which the offense charged was commit- 
ted prior to that date, should be tried under the old 
law, and the jury, when the evidence warranted it, 
should fix the punishment. In all cases where the 
offense charged was committed since July 1 the 
jury was simply to find the person charged guilty, 
if the evidence warranted conviction. Under this 
arrangement George Russeil was convicted July 
16 of a robbery said to have committed some time 
in May. Judge Baker instructed the jury to fix the 
punishment and it did so, giving Russell two years 
in the penitentiary. Ex-State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker disputed the court’s power to instruct the 
jury to fix the punishment, and insisted that his 
client was entitled to a new trial under the new 
law. He argued a motion to this effect, and half 
a dozen other lawyers whose clients have been con- 
victed and their punishment fixed by the jury since 
July 1 filed motions for new trials. The decision 
will affect a large unmber of convictions,

PASSING OF RIOHARD M. HUNT, THE 


GREAT AROHITE OT. 


Many Friends in Chicago Who Are Filled 
With. Regret- Famous in Two Hemi- 
spheres and Honored in Many Foreign 
Lands Designer of the Administ tion 
Building at the World’s FaireArchi- 
tect of Long nding Fame Member 
of the Legion of Honor of France. 


Much sorrow and regret were expressed yes- 
terday by the friends of Richard M. Hunt, the 
architect, who died at Newport Wednesday. 
Not only bis personal friends, but those who 
knew him only through his creations as an 
architect evidenced regret at his death. Al- 
though Mr. Hunt was chiefly known 
to Chicago people through his work in 
connection with the World’s Fair, the 
buildings of the White City were not the first 
or only ones to refiect the skill of one of the 
master minds of American architects. »The 
residence of Marshall Field, No. 1905 Prairie 
avenue, was designed by Architect Hunt 
twenty years ago. His work at the World's

BICYCLE THIEVES OUT ON BONDS. 


Britton and Spalding Withdraw Their 
Pilea of Guilty. 

“It is an unpleasant duty for me, but we 
have to do many unpleasant things, re- 
marked Judge Neely, and then said: “I 
sentence the prisoner to the penitentiary for 
t term of one year.“ 

This was the sentence imposed upon J. G. 
Britton, who, in company with B. A. Spald- 
ing, had, in open court yesterday, pleaded 
guilty to the theft of two bicycles, the prop- 
erty of Joseph A. Locke and W. E. Pearson, 
from 49 Mining Camp June 26. No sooner 
had the sentence of the court been pro- 
nounced, however, than Attorney Maher, who 
appeared for the defense, claimed that he had 
understood that in view of the confession 
made by the prisoner the prisoner would have 
been more leniently treated, and that at the 
worst he would have been given a jail seu- 
tence. In view of this understanding he, 
therefore, asked the privilege on behalf of his 
elieht of withdrawing the plea and standing a 
trial by jury. Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Pearson was positive that no understanding 
such as was alleged by the attorney for tne 
defense had been entered into, and so in- 
formed the court. Judge Neely determined, 
however, to take the matter under advise. 
ment, and will render his decision as to the 
stay of sentence and retrial by jury within the 
next four days, Britton being in the meantime 
released on bonds. In the case of Spalding 
the lawyer pleaded the extreme youth of the 
prisoner as a reason why leniency should be 
shown him by the court, but. ascertaining 
that it was the intention of the judge to send 
him the reform school at Pontiac, a jury 
trial in his case was also asked for, and this 
3 was granted by the court.

He was one of the architects selected from 
the country at large to make the plans for the 
buildings, and as he was regarded as one of 
the greatest of American architects. to him 
was given the honor of designing the Admin- 
istration Building, which from its dignity, 
grandeur, and appropriateness in design was 
the most celebrated structure of the White 
City and won for him new laurels from his 
countrymen and recognition from England, 
which sent him the Queen’s medal. 

Mr. Hunt had many friends in Chicago, 

mostly of his own profession. He was the 

uncle of Mr. Jarvis Hunt, an architect inthe 
Monadnock Building, and a warm personal 
friend of D. H. Burnham, Director of Works 
of the World's Fair. 

Architect Hunt’s last visit to this city was 
in the fall of 1893, at which time he fell vio- 
lently sick, and his life for a time was de- 
spaired of. 

Famous at Home and Abroad. 


He was the most distinguished man of his 
profession in the United States, and occupied 
great eminence abroad, where he re- 
ceived his education and did much 
of his best-known work. Mr. Hunt first 
went to Europe in 1843 and entered a 
school at Geneva, where he began the study of 
architecture under Alphonse Darier. Hector 
Leufel of the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris 
was his next teacher, with whom he studied 
until 1855, with frequent intervals of travel- 
ing in Europe, Egypt, and Asia Minor. 

The French Government shortly before this 
time recognized his ability by appointing 
him inspector of the work in con- 
nection with the Tuileries . and the 
Louvre. Returning to America in 1855 
he commenced the practice of his profession 
in his native land by spending six months 
with the late Thomas U. Waller on the Capitol 
at Washington. Mr. Hunt then went to New 
York and opened a school patterned after the 
Paris Ateliers. He served on the art jury in 
Paris in 1867. and held the same office at 
the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia. 

In 1882 the French Government gave him 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor and the 
next year he was made corresponding mem- 
ber of the Institute of Paris. 

Abroad and at home Mr. Hunt was the re- 
cipient of honors. Besides those named he 
received others.in such profusion that it is no 
. gps ye to say that probably with the 
single exception of Benjamin Franklin Mr. 
Hunt was the most honored American who 
ever went abroad, 


Recipient of Many Honors, 


Not oniy in France and England but in 
Italy did his remarkable ability receive sub- 
stantial and gratitymg recognition. 


Arts and awarded the Golden Fleece of Italy. 
He belonged to almost all of the great 
architectural societies, including the Institute 
of British Architects, the General Society of 
French Architects, the Architects’ and Eu- 
gineers’ Society of Vienna, and was several 
years President of the American Institute of 
Architects. 

“He was the first American,” said D. H. 
Burnham, to take a high view ot the archi- 
tectural profession and maintain its dignity 
and standing. Asa practitioner he was the 
pioneer who pointed the way to 

the place architecture as a profession 
occupies today. His education was thorough 
and complete and his devotion to his art un- 
bounded, A man of extreme force of charac- 
ter, he was vehement in speech and action 
when deeply interested, Bs ge nit failed to 
carry others with him. Autocratic to an ex- 


qualities. His influence in architecture to- 
wards the highest ideals was greater than 
that of any other American. He was 
a man of tremendous will power and 
determination and in spite of bodily in- 
firmities was coastantly at his desk early and 
late. Among the buildmgs that stand today 
as monuments to his skill are the Lenox 
Library -building, Prespyterian Hospital, 
Tribune Building, laware and Hudson 
Canal building, New York City, and the United 
States.

LUTHERANS OPPOSE ILLINOIS FLAG LA. 


yg idow of ex-Sheriff 


Object to Floating Stars and Stripes Over 
School Houses. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 1.—[Special.]—The 
Lutheran schoo! teachers have taken alarm 
again lest tle rights of the parochial schools 
have been invaded again by the Legislature 
of Illinois in recently passing a law compel. 
ling the raising of the American flag over 
parochial schools and providing a fine of from 
$3 to $10 for noncompliance. The confer- 
ence of the Lutheran teachers of the North- 
west, which is in session here, took official 
notice of the law this afternoon, and the flag 
law will be made an issue in Lllinois politics 
among the Lutherans in the next campaign. 
The conference adopted the following resolu- 
tion, which was reported by a committee ap- 
pointea to draft resolutions on the subject: 

We, the Northwestern conference of Lutheran 
teachers of the Northwest, recognize in the so- 
called flag law of Lilinois a gross violation of the 
2 of corporations not under the control of 
that State. 

It was adopted by an unanimous vote, the 
only question raised being the wisdom of tak- 
ing action in Wisconsin on a matter concern- 
ing IIlinois. 

The discussion was opened by Prof. Hamann 
of Concordia College, who recognized in this 
law a new attempt to subject the parochial 
schools to State authority, which clearly was 
in conflict with the principle of separation of 
Church and State, the school being part of the 
church, and a violation of private rights. In 
case this were valid the State would have the 
right to order flags to be raised over stores 
and private dwellings the same as over the 
schools maintained by the congregations 
without any aid from the State. 

Prof. Huth followed with very pointed re- 
marks as to the intent of the law, which was 
to revive the Bennett law and othér compul- 
sory measures inimical to the freedom of tne 
people. The Edwards and Bennett laws had 
happily been repealed, but now it was a ques- 
tion whether anew attempt to weaken the 
parochial schools could again be met success- 
fully, and hence he would advise the Luther. 
ans to be on their guard. 

These views were generally indorsed by the 
speakers that followed. 

Herman Ruhland of Chicago brought the 
discussion to a point with a motion to declare 
the law an infringement of private rights and 
in conflict with the principle of separation of 
Church and State, and that the conference 
deny its validity as a constitutional measure, 
When the resolution was put there was not a 
dissenting vote. 


COLORED PEOPLE CELEBRATE FREEDOM, 


Ex-Senator Bruce Gives His Hearers Good 
Advice. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Aug. 1.—[Speciagl.]— 
The emancipation day celebration here today 
was a grand success, Folloomg a large 
street parade in the morning fully 5,000 
persons repaired to the driving park, where 
dinner was served and thespeeches and sports 
took place in the afternoon, Besides the 
local speakers addresses were made by the 
Rev. John L. Davis of Bay City, Judge Cahill 
of Lansing, Gov. John T. Rich, and J. C. 
Burrows. Ex-Senator B. K. Bruce spoke on 
the industrial and educational advantages of 
the colored people. He strongly advocated 
the ownership of small homes and the practice 
of the utmost economy by his people. 

Monmouth, III., Aug. 1.—[Special.]— 
Emancipation day was celebrated in this city 
today. Large delegations from the surround- 
ing towns participated. A big procession 
marched to Lundborg’s Park, where Meyor 
Lahann welcomed the assemblage. The 
response was by W. D. Anderson of Keokuk, 
Ia., followed by an oration by the Rev. 
Timothy Reeves of Gales burg, after which a 
grand barbecue was enjoyed. 

Fairbury, III., Aug. 1.— [Special. — The 
emancipation anniversary was celebrated in 
great style by the colored people of this sec- 
tion in Poatiac. The Rev. J. P. Coalee, 
pastor of the A. M. E. Church, haa charge of 
the exercises, which consisted of a barbecue 
and speaking. The leading orators for the oc. 
casion were the Rev. James M. Townsend and 
D. A. Graham of Chicago.

BEN CABLE TO FIGHT. | 


MAY ORGANIZE ANOTHER STATE 
OOMMITTER IN ILLINOIS. 


Rock Island Man Objects to Being Frozen 
Out of the National Committee by the 
Hinrichsen-Altgeld Free Silver Crowd 
cable Will Come to Chicago Aug: 15 
to Study the Situation and Decide Upon 
His Pian of Action—Sound. Money Dem- 
ocrats Favor Opposition. 

Sound money Democrats in ‘Chicago are 
looking forward with much interest to the ar- 
rival of Ben Cable, who is ‘expected here 
about Aug. 15. The coming of Mr. Cable 


will be the biggest political event of the year 


in Democratic circles, and will doubtless lead 
to an open declaration of war between the 
‘free silver and sound money factions of the 
Chicago Democracy, Further than this, the 
program which the Rock Island politician is 
expected to map out is likely to seriously in- 
terfere with the plans of the Hinrichsen-Alt- 
geld machine for swinging Illinois into the 
free silver camp. 

Mr. Cable is ambitious to again be the rep- 
resentative of the Illinois Democracy on the 
National committee, and the sound money 
men are equally desirous of retaining his 
services in that capacity. Cable has brains 
and money, and has shown in previous cam- 
paigns that he knows how to use both. There 
are but few men in the Democratic party in 
Illinois so useful in directing and. supplying 
the sinews of war, and itis only natural that 
the desire of the sound money faction to se- 
cure the services of Mr. Cable in the cam- 
paign of 1896 shou!d be warmly seconded by 
Mr. Cleveland and his astociates in Washing- 
ton. Under ordinary conditions Mr. Cable 
could get a place on the National 
committee and manage the affairs of

FINDS NO BILL FOR LIDDY, 


Grand Jury Fails to Indict a Confessed 
Pay-roll Swindler. 

To the surprise of City Prosecutor Tatge 
and Expert Accountant Harper, the grand 
jury yesterday threw out the charges against 
Patrick Liddy and M. J., alias Red,“ Ward, 
who were accused of complicity in the city 
pay-roll steal. Liddy had made a confession 
of his part in the transaction, but the jury 
declined to believe it, and returned no bills“ 
in both cases. Liddy was arrested in the 
Controller’s office while making an affidavit 
in an effort to draw $32, and it was on his 
disclosures that Ward, who is said to have 
falsely identified a large number of men, 
was afterward taken into custody. 

Mr. Tatge said he could not see what rea- 
son the jury had to advance for failure to 
indict, inasmuch as they were confronted 
with Liddy’s sworn confession. This action 
on the part of the jury releases these men 
from their bonds and there is only one alter- 
native for the city, and that is to draw it to 
the attention of the next grand jury. 

In his confession, made to Mr. Harper and 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Hamlin June 
19, Liddy said he met that day in the cor- 
ridor of the City Hall a man whom he knew 
by sight and who asked him if he would like 
to make some money. Liddy said yes and 
was told if he went into the Paymaster’s 
office and told the officials there his name 
was Patrick Sheehan of No. 4612 Ashland 
avenue he could get the money that was 

coming to Sheehan, and that he would be 
perfectly safe in the operation, as there was 
no means of detection. He was taken toa 
saloon on Madison street, where he met 
Ward and was introduced to him as Pat 
Sheehan, Upon receiving the introduction 
to Ward the latter simply laughed and led 
the way to the Paymaster’s office in the City 
Hall.
